terday morning and was met by several 
of Iii3 political frieuds and supporters. 
During the afternoon he conferred with 
(ieorge Brumdcr and Col. W, C. Brum- 
der. the question o£ his candidacy and 
its announcement being discussed.

er in the afternoon, upon the invitation 
of the managing editor, the new candi- 
date for the gubernatorial nomination 
visited the office of the La Follette or- 
gan in that city, and. it is understood, 
discussed his plan, lie left for Manito- 
woe last night.

stranger was run down, or perhaps he 
was thrown from the train, at any rate, 
he was not satisfied with the manner in 
which tlie jury was drawn aud.the in- 
queat conducted. 
'. 


Coroner Hoyle explained that the bus- 


iness was conducted ^i the usual way 
and that the man was dead when he got 
there, and the calling of a physician 
then was not necessary. Tbe juror in- 
aisled that things were not done as they 
should be, when the city marshal theat- 
eiied to arrest him, if he continued in his 
usual strain. 


REFUSED TO SIGNT VERDICT. 


At tne conclusion oi the inquest Juror 


Bowman positively refused to sign tbe 
verdict that the man was accidentally 
killed by a C. & N. W. R. K. train, claim- 
in" lucre was no evidence produced to 
verify such a decision. So the verdict 
was brought in signed by five jurymen 
and the coroner, that the man came to 
his death by being bit by a train on the 
miicl roihvny. 


Coroner Hoyle states that there was 


no occasion for the juryman acting as 
he did; that it was the first time be ever 
Imd a thing like that happen and today 
he has interviewed the district attorney 
to sec what can be done in the matter.

THE COST OP LIVING. 


Anything official regarding the cost of 


iving is read with interest. Various 
statements hove been mnde of late, some 
linking tlic increased cost of living as 
high as 2", per cent, ns did Governor La 
Follctte, wiiile other estimates are low- 
er. 


The government bureau of labor has 


issued n statement which is of interest 
ind of value. The bulletin issued on the 
cost of living of workingnien's families, 
hows that of 2,507 families in thirty- 
three states from whom data was ob- 
tained the average annual income per 
family was SS27.19; average expenditure, 
$7(;S.r>-i: average expenditure per family 
for food. !$3:iG.()0, and average sb.e of fam- 
ily. "i..'ll persons. The hisr. figure is sev- 
en-tenths above the average of private 
families in the whole country, as shown 
by the census of 1000. The food expense 
is mere than -121/; per cent of thc expen- 
diture for all purposes. 


An extended investigation covering 


the years ]SfiO-lfi02 shows that the cost 
nf food reached its highest point in 1002, 
the average then being 10.0 per cent 
above the average for thc decade 1SOO- 
1SOD. and an increase of 10.1 per cent 
compared with 1S96. the year of lowest 
pi-ices. 


It is announced as a conservative con- 


clusion that the increase in the cost of 
living as a whole in 1002, when compar- 
ed with the year of lowest prices, was 
not over ]C.l per cent, the figure given 
as the increased cost of food as shown 
bv this investigation.

REFUSED TO PAY ASSESSMENT. 
After many hitches, (he contract was 


awarded to 'johri O. Jones who went 
ahead and completed the work, but not 
before he met with many obstacles. Mr. 
Lalhrop refused to miy (he assessment. 
claiming it was ille^'nl and should not 
have been charged against his property 
and there were many objections. 


DECLARED VOID. 


When the city of Racine proposed to

The junta, accompanied by Minis- 
ter Espriella Morales and Ricardo Arias, 
returned the official visit of Rear Ad- 
miral Glass on board the flagship Mar- 
blehead. On boarding the cruiser they 
were received by Admiral Glass and the 
conuriandcrs of the .United States Avar- 
ships Wyoming and Boston. On a.ll the 
American ships, the flag of the Republic 
of Panama was hoisted and salutes of 
21 guns were fired by each ship. 


Senior Arias, in the name of the junta, 


said that the moments were extraordi- 
nary, and the words uttered formed his- 
tory. The first result of her independ- 
ence expected by Panama WHS the open- 
ing of the canal which he considered to 
be the keystone of the American national 
edifice. The 
canal, he continued, 
will 


permanently unite the American. Asiatic 
and Carribbcan possessions. The inter- 
ests of Panama and tho United Slates 
were so closely interwoven that the lat- 
ter had not hesitated to stand, it might 
be said, as sponsor for Panama to the 
world in being the first to recognize its 
independence. 


Admiral CJIass, in reply, said he was 


deeply moved by the sincere and pa- 
triotic sentiments Senor Arias had ex- 
pressed, and added that one of the hap- 
piest moments of his life was when sa- 
luting for the iirst time the flag of tbo 
Republic 
of Panama, which, though 


small in size, could compete with the 
greatest republics of the world in noble 
sentiments and 
generosity. 
He drank 


to its future and to the welfare of its 
founders. 


After being on board the Warblchead 


about half an hour the Panamaians re- 
turned to shore amidst the firing of sa- 
lutes from the Ainerk-an war ves.-stl.

It may. be a resolution con- 
cerning the senatorship will be present- 
ed in the state convention, and us I now 
understand it is the.plan to have only 
one state convention, for the dual .pur- 
pose of electing delegates to the Repub- 
lican nation convention and nominating 
a. state ticket. I think things will be 
well understood considerably in advance 
of (.he time for holding the convention." 


MR. COOPER ANGERED. 


Following up the sensational tip giv- 


en by a member o'f the state administra- 
tion, it was learned that within the last 
two or three weeks friends of Congress- 
man Cooper have been in Madison con- 
ferring with Gov. La Follettc over the 
senatorial qnestion. It is said that Mr.

OPPOSITION TO COOPER 


Politicians Seek to Discipline Congressman for Racine's 


Failure to Fall in for Sen- 


ator Whitehead. 


The question as to whether the First 


district Republicans are going to turn 
down Congressman Cooper next year 
seems to be worrying many of the poli- 
ticians a good deal more perhaps, than it 
is worrying Congressman Cooper and his 
many friends in the district, and the im- 
pression is general that the candidacy of 
Mr. Jeffries of Janesville, is getting into 
sncb. shape that it will ensure MivCoop- 
er'fflholding down his office. Those who 
have been endeavoring to displace Coop- 
er, have spoiled their case by ringing ia 
factionalism. 


The assertion is being made that Gov- 


ernor La Follette and his followers are 
backing Congressman Cooper, and that 
is taken by certain misguided Republi- 
cans in Rock county allied to the stal- 
warts as cause for sufficient for Iris re- 
tirement. 


It is safe to assert at this end of the 


•district, and doubtless the same is true 
in the extreme western counties, that 
when it comes to picking out a congress- 
man it will be found that there are oth- 
er considerations that will come to the 
front that -will eclipse the factional par- 
ty differences. 


While the right of every Republican 


to approve of or differ with the state ad- 
ministration is conceded, the sentiment 
is well nigh unanimous that whether it 
be a United Stu-tes senator or a congress- 
man the right to keep aloof from fac- 
tional differences as affecting the state 
administration should be ttnquestioned. 
AVas Senator Spooner turned doivn be- 
cause he did not see fit to identify him- 
self with cither faction in 1902?

Those conversant with First district 


politics have not forgotten the fact that 
the stalwarts of Rock county threatened 
vengeance when two years ago Mr. Coop- 
er refused to be dragged into the fight 
being made for Mr. Whitehead. In fact 
it is difficult to see liow Mr. Cooper coxitd 
do otherwise. He had received his nom- 
ination at the hands of n convention of 
Republicans, embracing supporters of 
both Mr. Whitehead and Governor La 
Follette, 
and the nomination \vas 
a 


unanimous one. The followers 
of the 


governor were just as enthusiastic sup- 
porters of Mr. Cooper as were those who 
favored the nomination of Mr. White- 
head. In 
deceiiL-" how could Con- 


gressman Cooper do otherwise than take 
a neutral nositionV 


The candidacy of Mr. Jeffries may be 


said to have tlie backing of that wing 
of Rock county Republicans who in 1002 
were so very much wrought up because 
of Congressman Cooper's refiisal to come 
out for Senator Whitehead. Of course 
the Rock county men put up a very 
plausible argument, saying that inas- 
much as Rock county had unanimously 
supported Mr. Cooper, that he owed it 
to Rock county to support their candi- 
date for governor. 


In Racine county it is true that the 


La Follette men are supporting Cooper; 
so is everybody else. It is not at all ap- 
parent that Governor La Follette has 
thus far taken a hand in the matter of 
a congressman from the First district, 
but if he has not, in view of the causes 
that have inspired this opposition to 
Cooper, he owes it to Mr. Cooper to urge 
his friends to give him their most loyal 
support. 


The bond of friendship between Rock 


county and the counties of Green and 
La Fayettc to the west is not so strong 
as it 'was in 1892 when Congressman 
Cooper first received the 
nomination 


from the reconstructed First 
district, 


and Rock county has less to hope for in 
the way of support from these two coun- 
ties, more especially if stalwartism is 
to be made an issue, for Green and La 
Fayette counties are hot beds of Lu Fol- 
letteism and any intimation that Con- 
gressman Cooper was being attacked be- 
cause of his refusal .to endorse Senator 
Whitehead for the governorship in 1902 
would bring to his support about every 
Republican in both those counties. 


The east end of the district has little 


to gain by taking a passive attitude in 
this contest. Wisconsin needs Cooper in 
congress. 
He is now at the head of the 


Wisconsin delegation. He has Avon high 
rank in the committeeships and Racine 
needs his support in pulling for the new 
naval station. 


More than that; if the 
office 
gets

STBBJC. TRUST AND OTHERS. 


Thc-Ve is a very grave suspicion that 


the Steel trust as now constituted is un- 
der great strain. It has though it is re- 
ported upon the best of authority $70,- 
1)00,000 in cash on hand, but it is not 
so much the cash on hand, as it is the 
suspicion of the public, which suspicion 
has brought down the second mortgage 
bonds to 68, the preferred stock to 51, 
and the common stock to 101/,. It is 
stated that such has been the decrease 
in the market value of its stocks and 
bonds that $(i50,000,000 hns been taken 
off the value estimated in the commence- 
ment of the operations of the trust. Tho 
control of the trust could be secured for 
nn amount at the command of 
the 


Rockefellers, the Goulds or Vanderbilts, 
an amount figured now at around $125,- 
000,000, and reports are in circulation 
that it is the first named interests that 
now in fact actually controls the great 
steel trust. 


The production is being decreased and 


several thousands of employes been laid 
off. 
The plan best worked is the shut- 


ting down of entire plants and the con- 
sequent misery may be imagined in these 
localities. Every effort is being made 
to resist the consequences of all this con- 
solidation business and trust methods 
of late years. The laws of supply and 
demand are being set aside, and if it is 
true, the Standard combination have se- 
cured the control, the American people 
can look for no mercy, and this taxing 
power in private life, will tax as so 
minded and the hidden sources of p.ower 
will effectually dry up every indepen- 
dent producer or make it so unpleasant 
they will have to dodge around as do 
the independent oil refiners. 


It is no surprise demands continue to 


arise calling for a revision of the tariff 
in conformity with the Republican na- 
tional platform of 18(18 which makes 
provision for such matters. The manu- 
facturing interests everywhercs as ex- 
pressed in trade conventions are calling 
for tariff revision in order that foreign 
trade be better secured.

THE COST OF LIVING. 


Anything official regarding the cost o( 


living is read with interest. Various 
statements have been made of late, some 
making the increased cost of living as 
high os 2f) per cent, as did Governor La 
Toilette, while other estimates are low- 
er. 


The government bureau of labor has 


issued a statement which is of interest 
and o{ value. The bulletin issued on the 
cost of living of workingmen's families, 
shows that of 2,567 families in thirty- 
three states from whom data was ob- 
tained the average annual income per 
family was $827.19; average expenditure, 
4)708.54; average expenditure per family 
for food, $320.90, and average size of 
fam- 


ily, 5.31 persons. The last figure" is sev- 
en-tenths above the average of private 
families in the whole country, as shown 
by the census of 1900. The food expense 
is more than 42% per cent of the expen- 
diture for all purposes. 


An extended investigation 
covering 


the years lSflO-1902 shows that the cost 
of food reached its highest point in 1902, 
the average then being 10.H per cent 
above the average for the decade 1S90- 
1S99, 
and an increase of 16.1 per cent 


compared with 1806, the year of lowest 
prices. 


It is announced as a conservative con- 


clusion that the increase in the cost of 
living as a whole in 1!)02, when compar- 
ed with the year of lowest prices, was 
not over 10.1 per cent, the figure given 
as the increased cost of food as shown 
by this investigation. 


Does the license pertain solely to the 


place or to the individual ? By every 
consideration of law and good morals it 
necessarily must attach to the place des- 
ignated in the original license and can 
not be transferred. The question 
has 


arisen in our own city where it is sought 
to open a saloon adjoining the Y. M. G. 
A. building, using a license used in some 
other place and not expired by limita- 
tion.

Captain Breckenleld Has Spent 


Third ot Lifetime in 


the Work.

The decision of Judge E. B. Belclcn, o 


the Racine county circuit court, in the 
case of William H. Lathrop against the 
city of Racine, et. al., rendered on July 
2G," 1902, has been nflirmed by the su- 
preme court. The decision was handed 
down this morning. 


This suit is one of the most interest- 


ing in the history of the city. It will 
lie remembered that when it was decided 
to widon the river opposite the Goodrich 
Transportation company freight house, 
fnr the purpose of improvement of Ra- 
cine harbor, William II. Lathrop owned 
the largest amount of property to bo 
assessed. 


After the city council had taken all 


the preliminary and otiicr measures for 
the improvement, between $12,000 and 
$13,000 benefits were assessed against 
the property of Mr. Lathrop. 


REFUSED TO PAY ASSESSMENT. 
After many hitches, the contract was 


awarded to John 0. Jones who went 
ahead and completed the work, but not 
before he met with many obstacles. Mr. 
Lathrop refused to pay the assessment, 
claiming it was illegal and should not 
have been charged against his property 
and there were many objections. 


DECLARED VOID. 


When the city of Racine proposed to 


Bell tho property, or rather tax certi- 
ficates. Mr. Lathrop commenced suit re- 
straining them from so doing, claiming 
as above stated, that the certificates 
were illegal. The case was tried before 
Judge Beiden -,vho decided the assssment 
was void. Tlie city of Kacine took an 
appeal to the supreme court. In the 
meantime William II. Pugh had purchas- 
ed the dock property of Mr. Lathrop, 
subject to the suit. He offered the city 
of Racine $3.000 in settlement of tho 
case, 
ft was refused and arguments 


were made by the various 
attorneys. 


The decision sustaining Judge 
Beiden 


now loaves the matter between tlin city 
of Racine atid John O. .Tonus. All the 
city can do now, according to opinions 
of attorneys, is to pay Mr. Jones out j 
of the general funds. The total amount 
with interest, will probably exceed $15,- 
000. 


OF A PUBLIC NATURE. 


Judge Bcldcn at the time he handed 


down his decision, reviewed the action 
of the city council, first giving a report 
where the work was deemed necessary, 
and on that point the decision says: 


"This plainly shows that tlie propos- 


ed improvement was regarded as essen- 
tially and inherently of a public nature, 
and that the expense thereof ought to be 
borno, in that part at least, by the 
property specially benefited, along the 
rivor. 


"There is no question with the court 


but that the work contemplated and 
subsequently done was of great public 
interest and necessity, nnd that it was 
not such a work at all as is contemplat- 
ed in sections 05 and 6B of the city char- 
ter relating to "the building and repair 
ot' docks.along Root river." 
RULE OF SPKCIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Special assessments can be sustained 


only upon the theory that the lots or 
lands upon which they are laid are spec- 
ially benefited thereby; a law authoriz- 
ing such assessments without reference 
to benefits is invalid.

The three arbitrators: William Larra- 
bee, afterward governor of Towa; James 
II. Doolittle and ex-Governor Paul Dil- 
lingham of Vermont, with,' Judge Keyes, 
attorney for the government, made a 
tour of tho rivers. It was obvious to 
them that not much had been done. In 
fact, John C. Gault, a St. Paul railroad 
man of that day, made the oft-quoted 
remark that "navigation could never 
bo secured upon the Wisconsin river 
until its bottom had been fully lathed 
nnd plastered." 
The upshot of the arbitration was 


that the government could purchase 
tbe line of improvement with water 
power for $400,000 or an alternative 
(which flic government accepted), the 
line of improvement alone, including 
only its locks, clams, etc., and water 
su-fiicient for the purposes of naviga- 
tion. $145,000. This w-as'1871-72. For 
a tinio tiie federat government spent 
money freely, but Judge Keyes con- 
cluded pathetically, "not with marked 
success, in the direction Intended, and 
in later years the whole subject sceins 
to have passed out of sight and out 
of mind."

WANT AMERICAN LABOR 


Fedaration of Labor Says Em- 


ployes on Canal Should, be 


Eccruvted Here. 


BOSTON, Nov. 19.—When the Nation- 


al convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor reassembled today a hun- 
dred or more resolutions hat! yet to be 
rioted upon. The delegates hoped today 
to consider a great many of these in 
order to clear the way for as early an 
adjournment aa possible. 


The first business was the acceptance 


of an unfavorable report on a. resolu- 
tion that labor unionists be obligated to 
use only union label goods. 


A resolution favoring the election by 


direct vote of the people of the presi- 
dent, vice president, members 
of the 


cabinet and the United States senators, 
supreme court judges and attorney gen- 
erals of the several states of the Union 
wus adopted. 


The convention unanimously adopted 


resolutions that the Chinese exclusion 
be made to apply to the Japanese and 
Koreans and other Asiatic Mongolian 
labor in Hie Philip-pine and Hawaiian 
islands and thst the present Chinese ex- 
clusion 
act 
continue in full force in 


those islands. The incoming executive 
council was directed to have introduced 
in congress a bill embodying the spirit 
of the resolution. 


AGATNST THE ''OPEN SHOP." 


The convention unanimously adopted 


a resolution discouraging in every way 
the "npen shop" and petitioning Presi- 
<ICM!- Roosevelt to examine into the offi- 
davits and testimony submitted in the 
case of Wm. A. Miller, in the 
govern- 


ment prinfcinjjioffice :it Washington and 
upon verification of the evidence imme- 
diately to re-move Jliller from the gov- 
ernment service. 


A resolution favoring- ivoman suffrage 


was adopted. 


WANT AMERICAN LABOR. 


A substitute for a resolution that the 


convention protest against the building 
of the Isthmian canal was carried OS to 
40. It favored the construction of the 
canal, but suggested that as there are 
hundreds of thousands of southern, Eu- 
ropean and Italian laborers who are ci- 
tizens of the United States, none bnt 
citizens should bo employed in the con- 
struction of the canal.
